IN THE PULPIT.

Caught as He Was Falling 
Head First to the Floor. 


DISOBEYED HIS _ PHYSICIAN. 


REV. W. W. SNIFF INSISTED ON 
PREACHING, ALTHOUGH HE 
HAD A HIGH FEVER. 


THE STRAIN WAS TOO GREAT. 


As He Fell There Was Great Excite- 
ment, a Woman in the Congre- 
gation Swooned and Was 

Carried Out. - 


Members of the Compton Heights Chris- 
tian Church will never forget the first Sab- 
bath of 1898. 

Rev. W. W. Sniff, whose illness caused a 

“suspension of the’services Sunday morning, 

attempted to preach in the evening against 
the orders of his physicians. The effort was 
too much. He collapsed and would have 
fallen headlong from the platform had not 
watchful members of the congregation 
rushed forward and caught him. 

The young pastor was on hand when his 
flock assembled. He was gaunt and flushed 
by fever. His lip quivered as he attempted 
a smile of greeting. 

His voice quavered as he gave out the 
opening hymn. As the melody rose and fell 
he «1t as one whose mind was far away. 

* When the last note died away there was 
a painful pause. 

The young preacher stepped forward to 
open his sermon. The flush on hig face had 
heightened and his eyes glistened. Steady- 
ing himself against his reading desk, he 


d: 

‘‘My brethren, I have no apology to offer 
for coming here to-night. I arm here against 
the orders of my physician. 1 could not 
persuade myself to remain away on the 

rst Sabbath of the new year. I wanted to 
be with vou this morning, but could not. In 
eeven years I have been absent from. the 
church on Sunday only rwice, both times on 
eccount of sickness. If my sermon lacks its 
usual vigor to-night, remember that 1 have 
‘not eaten a full meal in two days. The 
epirit jeg lings ent the flesh is weak. I 
eubmit my wi ngnées of spirit as an ex- 

se for coming here to-night. As I said, 
have no apology to make.”’ 

There was painful effort in every word of 
this pathetic little preface. 

After a pause the young pastor began his 
discourse. He opened well. His voice was 
strong, but | ed modulation. His lack 
of strength made the expression of his 
gehts a task, but his strength seemed 
in @ measure to have returned. He spoke 
of “the Great Commission,”’ the sending 
forth of the Aposties to preach and bap- 

ige the nations. He used a chart to illus- 
| te the similarity of the accounts of the 
R@rrrs of the commission as given by Mat- 
thew, Mark and Luke. In expiaining the 
chart he used a short pointer. 

is exordium, was finished and his argu- 
ment was approaching its climax. Slowly 
the pointer sank from the chart to te¢e 
floor. . Veing it-as a cane, Dr. Sniff ad- 
vanced to his reading desk. He straight- 
ened himself to his full six feet and looked 
far away, over the heads of his hearers. 
‘“That,’’ he said, is the Great Commis- 
sion. Sacrifice everything for the Lord and 
go forth and preach—preach—preach re- 
pentance."’ 

The last word was spdken in a whisper. 
The head that had been poised so resolutely 
spank forward, the ge parted in a half 
smile. The pointer fell to the floor. 

. Several men in the front row rushed for- 
ward. Women cried out in agony. Dr, 

Sniff was pitching headlong from the plat- 
‘form. Kind hands broke the fall and bore 
him to a chair on the platform. 

From the chair he slipped to the floor un- 
conscious. The flush had disappeared and 
his face was white and cold as marble. 

Mrs. Clarence J. Ward, the organist, rub- 
bed his hands and smoothed his forehead. 
Men and women stood around the platform 
apparently helpless as the stricken man. 

Thile an effort was being made to re- 
store Dr. Sniff to consciousness there was 
commotion in the body of the church. Mrs. 
Harry H. Hodgdon; who sat with: her hus- 
band in the second pew, fainted. When 
he revived she became hysterical. She 
was taken to her home at 4064 Juniata 
treet. 

' The congregation was dismissed, but few 
left the church. They stood about, sad- 
faced, some of them tearful. 

Dr.: Sniff lay on the platform half an 
hour. During most of that time he was 
conscious, but unable to move. An hour 
after he collapsed he was assisted to his 
home at 2809 St. Vincent avenue, half a 
block from the church. He was still weak 
Monday morning, but his constitution is 

trong. He has a wife and three children.

Michigan’s Governor Talks of 
the Next Campaign. 


RALLYING CRY FOR THE PEOPLE 


INCESSANT WAR MUST BE MADE 


ON THE GIGANTIC TRADE 
COMBINES. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


The Governor Is Surprised to Find St. 
Louis in the Clutches of Puh- 
lic Corporations—What 
Detroit Has Done. 


v 


Gov. H. 8S. Pingree of Michigan, who is 
fast becoming known as the “Great Com- 
moner of the Northwest,’ looking for all 
the world like a well-to-do sawmill owner 
from the swamps of Southwest M/’ssouri, 
is at the Southern Hotel. He arrived in 
town Sunday night from Chicago on pri- 
vate business, and will Jeave for his home 
Monday evening. 

The Governor is not a showy man—in 
fact, he’s as plain as an old shoe. He wore 
a bus.ness suit of gray cioth and a big 
black slouch hat. He arose at 7 o'clock, 
had his shoes shined, ate breakfast and left 
the hotel for a two-hours’ stroll on the 


down-town streets. 
The hotel people began to think they had 
lost their distinguished guest, so quietly had 


hé came ‘back about 10 o’clock, gathered up 
the morning papers and sat in a secluded 
place in a corner of the spacious lobby Ike 
any other ordinary guest. 

When a_ Post-Dispatch 


rupted him he said: 

“This is springlike weather, compared to 
what I left at Detroit and Chicago, and I 
have enjoyed my walk about town im- 
mensely. I am here on private business, 
and don’t know a bit of news further than 
it looks to me like they were going to beat 
Mark Hanna ih Ohio. I hope so, Sut I do 
not know enough about the situation to 
discuss if, 

“Do you think it would be a good thing 
for the Republican party if anna is 
beaten?’ he whe asked. 

“I think this: There ought to be a change 
in the personnel of the United States Sen- 
ate. That body seems to have gone over, 
body and soul, to the trus‘s and corporations 
and Hanna is the beau ideal of the trusts. 
We are going to change our Senators in 
Michigan at the first opportunity and send 
men who take a different view from the 
one that the trusts own the country and the 
people are under obl_gations to them for be- 
ing permitted to live.” 

“Will you be a candidate for the Senate 
to succeed Julius Caesar Burrows?” 

*T don’t know about that. Michigan has 
plenty of good men who represent the peo- 
ple and not the trusts, and they will come 
to the front in due time.”’ 
‘What do you think is the main political 
issue before the country, the ome that will 
be in the next presidential compaign?”’ 

“There can be no more vital issue than 
that of the trusts and corporations against 
the peop e.”” 

“Will the silver question be relegated to 
the rear?’’ 

“Not at all. But I was going to say that 
if the truts and syndicates are to run the 
country as tney are now we will have to 
change our system of education. There 
will be no use in educating our children to 
do business when there is no business. They 
will have to be taught to suck their thumbs 
or some other useless thing, instead of 
learning the industrial trades or even the 
commercial ines. because the trusts propose 
to combine every trade so that one man 
can do what it usually requires a half 
dozen or more to do. Individual enterprise 
is to be smothered, and manufactures are 
to be put under one colossal management 
and the products to be sold at figures fixe 
by the combine. Competition ts to be killed 
and all of its avenues closed to the thrift 
and laudable aenbit’'ons of individual merit. 

“That is the way things are drifting now, 
and being shoved ahead with al] the pre- 
cipitation that the powerful forces of leg- 
isiatfve and administrative power. If the 
people can’t be aroused to the magnitude 
of such an issue and the consequences it 
involves, then they are content with serf- 
dom rather than freedom. My views on this 
subject are pretty well known, and for one I 
welcome the issue, and feel no misgivings 
as to the result.”’ 

“What is there in the feports belng sent 
out from Washington that you are shaping 
things for the next presidential nomina- 
tion as the candidate of the free ailver 
Republicans and an anti-trust platform?’ 

The platform is all right, but I have not 
heard of any such reports. It is mere 
gossip and nothing more. The election is 
too far off. I can’t wait that long for some- 
thing else.” 

“What else do you have in view?’ 

“Oh, noth ng, only the talk about me as 
a presidential candidate is absurd.’ 

“Will you be a candidate for renomina- 
tion for Governor?’ 

“I don't know. I have not made up my 
mind yet, though the election takes place 
this fall.’’. 

Gov. Pingree stepped from the mayoralty 
to the governorship, and it was as Mayor 
that he first attracted general notice. He 
will be known as “Potato Pingree’’ as long 
as he lives, because it was he who inaugu- 
rated the plan of having the poor people 
of Detroit plant all the vacant city lots in 
he potatoes, and the plan was a good one 
there, 

He also made a fight for 3-cent street car 
fares and won. Then he distinguished him- 
self in his fight against the corporationa on 
the a of municipal ownership of 
franchises and won this. 

His most signal victory on this score was

Gov. Pingree was surprised when told 
that St. Louis does not own its 
lant and still more surprised when in- 
ormed of a proposition pending for a ten 
or fifteen year contract. 

“Why,” said he, ‘such a long term con- 
tract is preposterous, Even when Detroit 
was in the clutches of the electric light 
corporations she never let a contract for 
over three  years.. Detroit is the best 
lighted city In the country now and owns 
her plant. It cost, I think, about $600,000 
and we cover nearly as much redo | as 
St. Louls. The saving to the city is about 


$80,000 a year on lighting alone, and I don’t 
know how much on

ATTACKED IN 


STRUCK A POWERFUL BLOW 
FROM BEHIND AND LEFT 
UNCONSCIOUS. 


ROBBERS FRIGHTENED AWAY. 


Negro Ran to the Rescue and the As- 
sailants Escaped—The Victim an 
Octogenarian and Is

Two men attempted to rob old Franz 
yoessling, a furrier at 610 South Broadway, 
Monday morning just before 1b o’clock. 
They almost murdered him by pounding 
him over the head with the antlers of an 
elk, mounted upon a heavy heart-shaped 
piece of wood. 

Goessling is 83 years old. He lives alone 
in his little shop, sleeping and cooking his 
meals in a rear room. He is reputed to be 
a miser and, besides having money in bank, 
is said to keep largs sums concealed in his 
two rooms. | 

Goessling was sitting tatlor-fashion on a 
'large table, sewing, when the two men en- 
tered his shop from the front door. They 
said they wanted to have a deer’s head 
| stuffed, but the old furrier declined to take 
| the job. Then they struck him with the elk- 


antiers and dragg:d him from the table into 
|a eorner. 

The old man screamed with a remarkably 
loud voice for ome of his years, and the 
two men darted out the front door. Mrs. 
J. Blank, who has a laundry next door, saw 
the men run by her place and at Poplar 
Street turn towards the river. She rushed 
in to see what had befallen her aged neigh- 
bor and found him on the floor, moaning as 
if in great vain. 

She asked him in German what ‘had hap- 
pened, but he was too weak from the loss 
of biood which trickled from a hole in his 
skull behind his left ear to reply. 

The struggle down stairs had been heard 
by Bently Brooks, a colored night-wateh- 
man, who occupies with his family the 
upper..floor of the old furrier’s shop. 
Brooks and his wife ran down stairs, and 
when he saw that a»murderous assault had 
been made on the old man he fired two 
shots in thé back yard, to attract the at- 
tention of the police. 

Patrolman ‘Moran responded, and had 
Goessling removed in an ambulance to the 
City Dispensary. He looked like he was 
about to expire when placed on the operat- 
ing table, but he revived sufficiently to tell 
the story of the entrance of the men to 
his shop and of their assault upon him. 

Dr. Newcomb pronounced Geessling’s 
wound a6 a compound fracture of the skull 
and ordered him to the City Hospital. 

When brought into the hospital Goessling 
pleaded so hard tod be allowed to go back 
to hie little shop, Dr. Sutter released him 
and he walked awry. 

He said the robbers had taken nothing. 
but he was afraid they would return and 
he wanted to be on hand his 
property and valuables. 

Mrs. Blank says she noticed two men In 
Goessling’s hack yard ten minutes before 
the assault was made. She also 6ayé an 
attempt was made to break into Goessling’s 
sleeping-room two weeks ago.

Tragic Death of Beecher 
Stevens Is Explained. 


SHOT HIMSELF ACCIDENTALLY. 


TWELVE YEARS A NIGHT FORE- 
MAN FOR TH@PFRISCO AT 
VALLEY PARK. 


JUST STARTING TO HIS. WORK. 


His Wife Heard a Shot Fired and 
Yound Her Husband a Corpse 
With a Builet Through 

His Heart. 


A report of the tragic death of Beecher 
Stevens, round-house foreman at Valley 
Park, was forwarded to the management 
of the St. Louis & San Frantisco Railroad 


Monday morning. 

The verdict of the Coroner Saturday even- 
ing was accidental shooting. 

Stevens had been a night foreman for 

the railroad for twelv@é years and bore an 
excellent reputation. Saturday he attended 
a shooting match, ‘returning home in 
time for supper. He'talked of his sport 
and throughout the meal seemed in excel- 
lent spirits. ' 
He was to go to work ‘at 7:30 o’clock, on 
the arrival of the evening train from St. 
Louis, and he left his wife to retire to his 
room and don his overalls and blouse. As 
the train whistled Mrs. Stevens was startled 
by the report of a pistol in the next room. 
Throwing open the door she found her hus- 
band stretched at full length on the floor, 
the blood streaming wound over 
the heart Near the lay his 
revolver. 

Mrs. Stevens raised her husband to a 
sitting posture, and attempted to staunch 
the fiow of blood, 

Their 88-year-old daughter was sent for a 
physician. Before he arrived Stevens was 
dead. He had tried several times to speak, 
but made ne sound. 

The Coroner was notified and an i#quest 
was held within a few hours. The principal 
witnesses were the wife and daughter. 

Mrs. Stevens said her husband always 
carried a revolver at night. It genérally re- 
posed in an inside teS€ pocket convenient 
to his right hand. She «6aid he was fully 
dressed for work, had lighted his lantern, 
and was evidently putting the weapon into 
his pocket when the cartridge exploded. 

The range of the ball was downward, a 
fact in support of this theory, and the 
Coroner pronounced the death accidental. 

No motive can be assigned to warrant a 
theory of suicide. The dead man stood high 
in the railroad company’s favor, had just 
removed the debt from -his new house and 
was happy in his domestic relations, 

Stevens was the man who discovered the 
body of the mysterious suicide in the yards 
near Meramec Highlands last fall.

Fear of the surgeon's knife made Louis 
Koch commit suicide. 

He shot himself at 9:30 o'clock Monday 
morning at his home, 3027 Texas avenue. 

For many years Koch suffered from a 
complication of diseases, chief of which was 
dropsy. Dr. Howard of Natural Bridge 
road and Grand avenue was his physician. 


|The doctor decided last week that his pa- 
‘tient would have to submit to an operation 


if he would prolong life. 

Mr. Koch was persuaded to give his con- 
sent to being operated upon, but he gave it 
reluctantly, and frequently expressed fear 
of the attendant pain. Each time the fam- 


| ily referred to the ordeal in store for him, 


the old gentleman became melancholy and 


‘'refueed to discuss his chances for relief. 


Sunday the doctor called to administer 
certain medicines in order that the pa- 
tient’s system might get in better condition 
for the operation. Mr. Koch took the reme- 
dies, but when the doctor left his depres- 

ecame greater. 
“Tr oe decided to place Mr. Koch on the 
operating table Tuesday morning. He 
slept little Sunday night, and Monday 
morning his nervousness and fear had in- 
creased to’a pitiable degree. 

A ; o’clock: Monday mornin Mrs. 
Koch stepped into the back yard, leaving 
her husband alone in their room. She was 
startled by the sound of a pistol shot. 

Going directly into the house and entering 
her room she found Mr. Koch on the floor 
with a revolver in his..hand._..He had shot 
himself in the right side of the head, dying 
almost instantly. 

Mrs. Koch screamed and many of the 
neighbors were attracted to the house. A 
physician was sent for, but he could only 
assure the terror-stricken wifow that her 
husband had died instantly and in no pain, 

No report was made of the suicide to the 
police station. An hour afterward Police- 
man O’Garry on the next beat heard of it 
casually and telephoned the news to his 
captain. 

Mr. Koch was 52 years old. For many 
years he was connected with the Standard 
Box Factory. Besides a widow he leaves 
five children, two of wit6m are daughters 
now married. One of the daughters, Mrs. 
Hoyle, lives in Illinois. The other daughter 
is the wife of Max Lepstein, who is em- 
ployed by the Quick Meal Stove Company. 


DIED FROM EATING: POPCORN. 


Auditor of the Frisco Railroad Loses 
His Little Son.

“T have sent out notices this morning,” 
ecaid Chairman John A. Lee Monday, “for 
a meeting of the City Democratic Central 
Committee next Saturday, January 8.

“In to-day’s call the ward committeemen 
are instructed to report the powers of the 
precinct committeemen, stating the vacan- 
cies by removal, résignaticn, death or other- 
wise, so that the Judiciary Committee may 
take immediate action toward closing up the 
ranks. The Judiciary Committee will also 
move at once toward the election of ward 
committeemen from the Tenth and Twemnty- 
second wards, where vacancies have existed 
for many months by reason of the failure 
of precinct committeemen to elect. 

“The Central Committee will elect a com- 
mitteeman-at-large to fill the vacancy caus- 
ed by the resignation of Col. Ed. Devoy. It 
will also suggest a new election in the Twen- 
ty-eighth ward for a ward committeeman 
to succeed John L. Duffy, who has gone 
to South America for an indefinite period.” 

It rumors there will be great fun over 
the election of a committeeman at large. 
At a former meeting Robert Rutledge was 
piaced in nomination and his name is still 
pending.

He believed in the 
future of the city over the river and put 
all he had in real estate. He soon became 
one of the most extensive holders of prop- 
erty in East St. Louis. . 

Instead of letting go he held on and in- 
creased his holdings. When the panic of 
18938 came Mr. McCasland was ruined. He 
was land poor. Little by little his real 
estate holdings passed away from him, and 
the opera-house is about the last to go. 

East St. Louis is a city of 35,000 popula- 
t‘on, and the opera-house has always’ been 
a paying investment. It gets theatrical at- 
tractions going to and from St. Louis, and 
is considered one of the best one-night 
stands in the country. 

“We haven’t yet made any plans for the 
opera-house.”’ said J. M. novan Monday. 
“Attractions Mr. McCasland has booked 
wli-play there, and the enenee in manage- 
ment will not affect them. he property is 
valuable, and we would rather sell it out- 
right. But a man can’t run successfully a 
real-estate business and a theater at the 
same time. We prefer to stick to the real 
estate and let the opera-house go. 

“If we can’t find a purchaser we are in 
the field for an A Wo. 1 theatrical man 
who knows the business and how to make 
money out of it. With such a man we 
think there is money in it.”

LETTER FROM PAUL RITTER. 


Says Revenge Prompted the Charge of 
Being Anna Weiss’ Murderer. 


Chief of Detectives Desmond has received 
a letter from Paul Ritter of Nauvoo, IIL, 
in which he denies all connection with the 
celebrated Anna Weiss murder of nine 


years ago. He writes that the only reason 
his sister, Mrs. Leonora Lohrman and his 
brother, George A. Ritter, tried to fasten 
the crime on him was revenge for fancied 
wrongs. 

Parts of the letter read: 

I have been sick at heart to think I have 

a brother and sister who would stoop so low 

as to try and place me before the world as a 

murderer. * * * My father, George Ritter, 

died Dec. 7, 1894, and left his property to me. 

He cut off George A. Ritter and Leonora Lohr- 

man with $5 each. They brought suit and 

were beatep. Then they had me arrested for 
setting my store on fire. I was cleared. 

Mr. Ritter says the name of William 
Montroy was evidently forged to the letter 
accusing him with the crime and the writ- 
ing looks much like hig sister’s. He says 
if the St. Louis police want him at any 
time and will let him know Le will give 
himself wp. 

Chief Desmond says he is convinced that 
Ritter has no connection with the crime 
and he dropped the matter before the re- 
ceipt of the letter.

How to reach the 
result with least cost of life and treasure is 
ithe Cuban question,

Coal Oil and Shavings Used to Destroy

William Loring, janitor of the Clifton 
Terrace School, is pursued by a relentless 
is making life a burden to 


enemy, who 


him. 


Early Monday morning his house was 


burned and he and members of his family 
barely escaped with their lives. On Oct. 5 
he was burned out. Both fires were the 
work of incendiaries. Threatening letters 
preceded them. 

Loring lived at Arloé, Old Manchester 
road and Buchanan avenue. It is a quiet 
suburb just beyond Clifton Heights, and 
Mr. Loring is one of its quietest citizens, 
Anonymous threatening letters began to 
come last September. The first was osten- 
sibly from a friend, warning him of some 
danger unless he left the neighborhood. It 
was signed: “XYZXX.” 
Loring showed. the some 


letter to 


friends, and to the police, who said they*® 


thought it the work of a joker. Ten days 
later he received a second letter from the 
fume writer, who referred to the first com- 
munication, and expressed surprise at his 
foolhardiness in ignoring the warning. A 
few nights later he saw someone skulking 
in the shadow of an outhouse. 

Only a few nights after this, on Oct. 5, 
Loring was awakened by the cries of his 
next-aoor neighbor. He found his back porch 
in flames.

Crime Evidently Committed Friday 
Night, for Late That Evening 
Voices Were Heard in 
the Little House, 


Deputy Sheriff Herman  Barnickol of 
Belleville is carrying around in his pocket a 
small’ briar pipe. It may hang somebody. ’ 
It is the only thing left by the murderer of 
'aged John G. Doering. It has more marks 
of identification about it than pipes gener- 
ally have. The mouthpiece was not made 
for the pipe. It is too small. It is made to 
fit tightly by a small wedge. The mouth- 
piece is deeply marked on both sides, ap- 
parently by a single promirent sharp tooth. 
The outside of the rim of the bowl is 
burned in a peculiar manner. The marks are 
so plain that they are noticed as soon as 
the pipe is exposed in the hands of another, 
It is believed to belong to a young man, be- 
cause it is smaller than old men use, 

Mr. Barnickol has faith that it will be 
identified as the property of somebody who 
does not live far from Belleville. 

The pipe was found lying on the kitchen 
table at Doering’s home. On the other side 
Doering’s large pipe was lying. A chair 
was drawn up on each side of the table. A 


box of fruits and nuts, a Christmas offer- 
ing to the old man from his nephews, the 
Wissehr children, was on -the table in the 
middle. 

Everything about the room indicated that 
the men had sat there and talked and 
lunched and smoked before the crime was 
done. An apple was found with an imprint 
of teeth, one of which was prominent and 
sharp. 

Mrs. Conrad Wessehr, Doeridg’s niece, 
told a story Monday morning which is sig- 
nificant. She said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“One day last week when I went over to 
straighten up uncle’s nouse he told me a 
strange man had been to see him. The 
stranger knocked at the door at about noon 
and asked for something to eat. Uncle told 
him he only cooked just enough for him- 
self and had nothing to share. The man 
then asked if he could come in and sit py 
the fire a while. Uncle said yes, he might 
do that. The strange man sat down be- 
hind the kitchen stove and said nothing, 
but looked at uncle in a strange way. He 
stayed so long that uncle finally said to 
him: ‘You’ve had plenty of time to get 
warm. You’d better get out.’ The man 
grumbled a little, but went away. 

‘Uncle told me about it and seemed to be 
worried. He said he did not know the man 
and he did not tell me how he looked.’’ 

The deputies and detectives have discarded 
the robbery theory. It was based in the 
first place on the knowledge that Doering 
had received $1,000 insurance on the life of 
his wife. It is known now that of this he 
paid $400 on a note left by his son, the ex- 
City Treasurer, who committed suicide, and 
loaned $500 to his other son, George, 

Persons who came forward Sunday tes- 
tify to things which make it probable that 
the murder was done Friday or Friday 
night. At 8 o’clock Friday morning Herbert 
Eckert Was passing the house when he 
heard the stove rattling and somebody 
groaning. He stopped and listened, but the 
sounds were not repeated. 

At ll o’clock William Gaerdner, a tailor, 
knocked at the door, but got no response. 
He took hold of the knob and it came partly 
out. He looked into the summer kitchen 
and saw there was a fire in the kitchen 
stove. : 

At 12 o’clock Louis Finke, driver for Gro- 
cer Wiliiam J. Claus, took a jug stopper to 
the house. His knock was not enswered. He 
s,arted to lock in through the window. The 
blind was pulled down in his face. He 
knocked again. A voice which he thought 
was the old man’s said ‘“‘Come in.” He tried 
the door, It woutd not open.

“THEATER TRAIN ON FIRE. 


“In Old Kentucky” Company Meets a 
Loss and St. Louisans Help Out. 


Jacob Litts’ “In Old Kentucky”? Company 
had an experience with fire while travel- 
ing forty miles an hour Sunday morning. 

A special train, consisting of an engine, a 
sleeper, a chair car and a combination bag- 
gage and horse car, left Kansas City short- 
ly after midnight. It was bringing the “In 
Old Kentucky’ Company, scenery and 
horses to St. Louis, where it was booked 
to appear at Havlin’s in the afternoon. 

Twenty-three miles out from Kansas City 
the baggage car caught fire. The conductor 
signalled the engineer to stop, but the en- 
gineer crowded on steam and ran for siding 
about ten miles away. $ 

The rapid motion of the train fanned 
the blaze and by the time the siding was 
reached the car was destroyed, the three 
horses in it were dead, and the scenery 
and costumes and the baggage of the play- 
erfolk were consumed. ' 

It is claimed that the horses could have 
been saved if the engineer had stopped 
when signalled. The loss is hard to get at. 
Exaggerated valuations are common in the 
theatrical business and it is difficult to 
make the proper allowances, The original 
production of “In Old Kentucky” is said to 
have cost $25,000. The horses were valued at 
$5,000. The personal effects lost by mem- 
bers of the company are alleged to have 
been worth about $8,000. 

Arriving in St. Louis at 10 o’clock without 
a stick of scenery, no costumes and no 
horses it looked almost impossible for the 
company to present the play. 

But Manager Garen of Havlin’s and the 
company’s executive men shinned out, got 
costumers to work, borrowed scenery, then 
sent for Al Spink’s horses, which had done 
service in “The Derby Winner’’—among 
them being All Ablaze—and borrowed 
scenery from the other theaters. 

Everything was provided for except the 
race course drop. Noxon & Toomey were 
notified and they began work on the drop 
at 11 o’clock. It was finished and in place 
at 2 o’clock, when the matinee began. 

Mr. Litt had another production of “In 
Old Kentucky” stored in Milwaukee. It 
was telegraphed for and should arrive in 
time to be used to-night.

WEALTH OF A MISER, 


Public Administrator Examining Old 
Man Farrington’s Books. 


Dr. W. C. Richardson, public administra- 
tor, has the papers of John Farrington, the 
miser, who died in Mullanphy Hospital. 

When these papers are examined Dr. 
Richardson expects to find an estate worth 
between $80,000 and $100,000. Farrington was 
74 years of age and at the time of his death 
was deprived of fuel and the bare necessi- 
ties of life, as was told by the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The body will be :shipped Monday night 
to Jersey City, where his brother, Thomas 
Farrington, lives. 

Farrington owned the house in which he 
lived and the adjoining property on Twen- 
tiethh street. He owned a double house, di- 
vided into four flats, on Elliott avenue, 
north of Cass, and his neighbors and ten- 
ants say he had other improved real estate 
in different parts of the city. 

When the Public Administrator searched 
his room he found $200 in money, several 
bank deposit books and building and loan 
association books and a mass of papers and 
letters. 

‘“‘We have not had time to examine these 

apers,’’ said the Public Administrator 
Monday, “and they are just as they were 
found in the miserable little room of the 
dead man. 

In the basket are a great many old let- 
ters and papers and certainly some of the 
papers are deeds to real estate. Neighbors 
know of property he owned worth $20,900.
